Six 
months ago, esteemed reader, 
yon had never heard of such a 
being. 
Now, had you? 
Fame 
lias a habit of J erking a man into the 
limelight in sudden and unexpected 
ways. 
That is what she did to Mr. 
Hughes. 
He was just as good a law* 
jrer before he was thus yanked on to 
the public stage as he Is now. But on­ 
ly a few J udges, business men and 
lawyers around New York knew it. 
Today pretty much the whole country 
has awakened to the fact. 
Perhaps 
the 
reason 
Charles 
E. 
Hughes had never been heard of before 
he began the gns trust and insurance 
Investigations is that he always evad­ 
ed notoriety. 
He not only did not 
eourt but did not permit publicity. 
Yet when the late Walter S. Carter, 
himself an eminent attorney, was ask­ 
ed who in his opinion was the best 
American lawyer he replied: 
“ Charles Evans Hughes is the best 
lawyer I have ever met" 
It may be objected that Mr. Carter, 
hawing been Hughes’ father-in-law and 
aenlor partner, was prejudiced in the 
yxxung man’s favor, but there is anoth­ 
er view even of tha t He had been in a 
position to study and know his man. 


Tammany 
organizations 
there 
was 
some chance of an election, and the 
mayoralty of Greater New York is not 
an honor offered to every man. 
Against this flattering prospect of 
personal honor, however, Mr. Hughes 
set his public duty to the investigating 
committee, and there was not the 
slightest faltering on his part in choos­ 
ing the right course- to follow. If more 
men had the same clear vision to see 
and the courage to follow public good 
rather than private gain there would 
not be so many calls for investigations 
In the republic. Such an example is re­ 
freshing. 
Third Among Forty. 
Charles E. Hughes was born at Glens 
Falls. N. Y. His father was a Baptist 
minister. Part of young Hughes’ boy­ 
hood was spent in Newark, N. J . Later 
the family moved to New York city, 
and Charles graduated from one of the 
most famous high schools of the me­ 
tropolis, when he was a year too young 
to enter college. 
That year he was 
taught by hia father, and the next was 
spent in a college in New York state. 
The last three years of the college 
course, however, were passed at Brown 
university, where the boy graduated at

It is something to have the undivided 
esteem of one’s business associate and 
father-in-law. 
But even If it may be objected that 
Mr. Carter was partial the same cannot 
be said of the J udges. 
Three years 
ago a distinguished New Yorker asked 
five eminent J udges to name the four 
or five lawyers who, in their opinion, 
stood foremost at the American bar in 
knowledge and management of difficult 
and complicated contractual litigation. 
Four of the five J udges named Mr. 
Hughes. 
These high opinions were passed be­ 
fore Mr. Hughes had been chosen to 
oross examine J ohn A. McCall, George 
W. Perkins and Richard A McCurdy. 
They were expressed even before his 
keen thrusts punctured the gas trust. 
It was then, by the way, that Hughes 
uncovered the fact that the trust sold 
gas for a dollar that cost it only 28 
eents. 
When that investigation was 
started most everybody predicted that 
nothing would come of It. That was be­ 
fore they had heard of Hughes. When 
he was chosen later for the Insurance 
Investigation he was known at least to 
the New York public. As a result pre­ 
dictions were rife that the insurance 
probe would reveal something. It did, 
and if Charles E. Hughes stays where 
he Is It will reveal more. 
A Man Who Stays. 
That he will stay goes without say­ 
ing, His recent refusal of the Repub­ 
lican nomination for mayor of New 
York settled that. In his declination 
was much that revealed Mr. Hughes' 
true character. There was no pretense 
that under other circumstances he 
would not have been gratified to have 
accepted the high honor. But his sense 
of duty to the Insurance investigation 
would not permit him to do so. The 
proposition had been made to him that 
he need not make a speech in the cam­ 
paign or take any time from his work 
on the insurance committee. That did 
not alter the situation as he saw It, 
however. The Imputation of political 
motive would be cast on the commit­ 
tee’s work if he accepted, he said, and 
he could not permit himself to contrib­ 
ute to such a result. It was not a small 
thing to put aside that nomination, for 
with the Indorsement of other a nti-, 


an early age with the third honor of a 
class of forty. That class has since 
been described by one of the professors 
as "the brightest and meanest” in the 
history of the institution. How much 
young Hughes contributed to this repu­ 
tation for smartness and meanness 19 
not known, but evidences are not lack­ 
ing that* he did his share. The most 
notable trait about the future lawyer 
at that time was the ease and facility 
with which he mastered his lessons. 
Given fifteen minutes In which to pre­ 
pare, and he could make a creditable 
recitation. 
After leaving college he 
taught for a time, although his ex­ 
tremely youthful appearance made It 
difficult for him to secure a situation. 
He attempted to read law’ while teach­ 
ing: but, finding that be could not do 
two things well, he gave up teaching 
and entered the Columbia Law school. 
From this Institution he graduated 
with honors sufficient to secure his ad­ 
mission to the offices of a prominent 
firm in New York. Failing health, how 
ever, caused him to take a law profess­ 
orship at Cornell university in Ithaca. 
N. Y., where he remained until In 
physical condition to return to the me­ 
tropolis. Here he lectured # or a time In 
one of the law schools of the city and 
later entered the firm of which he Is 
now the head. He made a specialty of 
commercial law. 
In school he had 
shown an aptitude for mathematics, 
which is now shown in the capacity for 
‘‘eating up facts and figures." 
Learned the Gas Business. 
It was Mr. Hughes’ reputation as a 
commercial lawyer, coupled with the 
ability be had exhibited as a cross ex­ 
aminer. which caused the legislative 
committee investigating the gas trust 
to choose him as its counsel. 
He has 
since admitted that at the time he 
knew absolutely nothing of the gas 
business. 
After his thorough manner, 
however, he went to work reading up, 
spending night and day on the task. 
At the end of a week he surprised ev­ 
erybody by his technical and compre­ 
hensive grasp of the subject. 
At one 
time he requested a firm of expert ac­ 
countants to find for him the cost to 
the company of securing gas. 
They 
reported that it would 
take 
them 
months to make the necessary investi­ 


gation. 
Thereupon Mr. Hughes dog 
into the books for himself, with the re­ 
sult that in an incredibly short time 
be had lain the groundwork for bring­ 
ing out the now famous testimony that 
the company paid only 28 cents for the 
gas which it sold to the consumer for 
$1. Not a bad profit, that. 
Study of Insurance. 


At the time of his selection as coun­ 
sel for the Insurance investigation Mr. 
Hughes says that he knew as little of 
that subject as previously 
he 
had 
known of gas. 
A similar course was 
followed. 
Two weeks of study night 
and day followed, and the result was 


not only a surprise to the public, but 
to the insurance men themselves. The 
manner in which the inside secrets of 
the business were dragged forth indi­ 
cated that Mr. Hughes is not only an 
expert cross examiner, but that he has 
a good working knowledge of the whole 
insurance question. 
There are hints 
that the lawyer has had sources of in­ 
formation at hand other than those 
contained in the dry record books of 
the companies; that he has had vari­ 
ous tips and private hints from inside 
sources. 
There are more jealousies 
in the insurance business and In other 
circles of ‘‘high finance" than were 
displayed in the Alexander-Hyde fight, 
it is not impossible that counseFfor 
an investigation might receive many 
valuable 
pointers 
from 
those 
who 
would never show their hands in the 
open. 
At any rate, Hughes seems to 
be master of the situation. 
Charles E. Hughes would not be 
classed as a brilliant man. 
He has 
none of the quality usually called per­ 
sonal magnetism, whatever that stock 
phrase may mean. 
Ills appearance Is 
that of a very ordinary man of affairs. 
No one would turn to give him a sec­ 
ond look. He is quiet, courteous, gen­ 
tlemanly and methodical. That descrip­ 
tion will apply to many, perhaps most 
of the men In business. The quality in 
Hughes that has attracted most notice 
Is his perfect poise. He is always mas­ 
ter of himself and his subject. 
He 
never gets rattled, never loses bis tem­ 
per. lie resorts to no sensational or 
"smart” tactics, but quietly and per­ 
sistently he reaches the point at which 
he is aiming. 
A Pen Portrait. 
He is of medium height, rather spare 
of build, with high, narrow and Intel-1 
lectual forehead, eyes set wide apart, , 
refined nose and the lower part of his * 
face covered by a brown beard.

E ChuTch read w ith sorrow of th e re­ 
moval of th eir pastor, Rev. Dr. Chas. 
C. McLean, who has been sent to 
Dix on. 
From many published accounts we 
have culled th e following relative to 
Dr. McLean; 
He was born of C hristian parents, 
Col. George P. and Mary A. McLean. 
His fath er was a prom inent citizen of 
Philadelphia, Pa., and a distinguished 
colonel in th e civil war. 
W hen b ut a 
child Dr. McLean was converted and 
joined th e church. 
A t th e early age 
of 18 th e church believed he was called 
to the m inistry , and licensed him as a 
local preacher, hence he was preach­ 
ing while he was a school boy , and for 
many y ears he was known as th e “ boy 
preacher.” 
So successful was he in 
a ttra c ting large congregations th a t 
he was urged to accept a church in his 
native city w ithout pursuing a further 
course of study 
T his he declined 
th a t he m ight the more thoroughly 
fit him self for w hat he also believed 
to be his life work. 
Dr. McLean came to Oak Park from 
th e F irst Church in Galena, b ut be 
has been in this conference only since 
December, 1901, 
having previously 
served th e 
prom inent churches in 
highly successful pastorates in widely 
distant parts of the country . 
From the beginning of his m inistry 
to th e present, Dr. McLean has been 
recognized as a m an of high literary 
attainm ents and a close, industrious 
student, strong and eloq uent preacher, 
and untiring pastor. 
He entered th e Philadelphia confer­ 
ence and w asappointed to M illersville, 
P a , having in his audience the teach­ 
ers and students of th a t institutio n 
where he had been a student a id 
where he took post-graduate studies. 
U nder his pastorate th is charge grew 
from th e th ird to the first church in 
streng th and 
im portance. 
W ithout 
any evangelist or other help he con­ 
ducted revival services during his first 
y ear th a t resulted in the conversion 
of over 300 persons, and in his third 
y ear which added over 200 more to the 
m em bership. 
On one Sunday m orn­ 
ing he baptized over seventy persons. 
One of th e m ost rem arkable results 
of bis pastorate was th e reception into 
full m em bership of all probationers j 
ex cept nine. 
He nex t became tbe successful pa« . ¡ 
tor of tb e F o rty -tb lrd Street cburcb, i 
Philadelphia, Pa., and from there wasj 
called to T rinity church, Jacksonville,; 
Fla., th e m ost im portant charge of 
th a t conference. 
T he church and p as-: 
torate had just been com pleted, but 
before be assumed tbe pastorate they 
were destroy ed by fire. This, however, | 
did not discourage eith er Dr. or Mrs. 
McLean, who, w ith but 15000 insur-1 
ance money , began and completed a j 
$00,000 property , paid the entire debt, 
left $200 in tb e treasury 
and th e 
0 lurch in a revival of religion w ith 
\ 
toe a lta r crowded 
w ith 
p enitents 
a t tb e ex piration 
of 
bis pastor-j 
ate. 
N ex t 
he 
became 
pastor of j 
Grace cburcb, 
St. A ugustine, Flor­ 
ida, where he com pleted th eir edi­ 
fice and paid off th e debt. 
Soon tb e 
audience room was too sm all to ac­ 
com m odate 
the 
people. 
Among 
those who attended upon bis m inistry 
was H enry M. Flagier, secretary of 
tb e Standard 
Oil 
Company . 
Mr. 
Flagler beoame so interested in Dr. 
McLean s m inistry th a t he b uilt for 
bim a church and parsonage costing 
over $100,000. 
Dr. McLcaD served 
th is church for five y ears, th e general 
conference ex tending th e term from 


three y ears. 
He th us became th e 
historically first m an in M ethodism 
serving so long in one pastorate. 
A t 
its close his people presented them 
w ith a solid silver tea service, a gold 
w atch by th e y oung men converted 
under his m inistry and a purse of 
money sufficient to visit most of tbe 
countries of Europe accompanied by 
Mrs MoLean. 
On bis return he was 
ex pected to become p isto r of F irst 
Cburcb, Englewood, 111., which th e 
crowded condition of tb e Rock River 
Conference a t th a t tim e prevented. 
He was sent to Scranton, Pa,, where

MAKING SILK HATS. 


A W o r k m a n !-'x|>inln» W h y Ilia F » r f - 
\ u » l In M a l f or m e d . 
The nail of his right forefinger w as 
long, yellow, horny, and the finger tip 
had so thickened and hardened th at it 
seem ed to be covered w ith pale leather. 
H e w as a silk h at m aker, and it w as 
from curling h at brim s th a t his finger 
had changed so strangely.

the processes of a silk h at's m anufac­ 
ture, he said: 
“The belief that cardboard forms a 
silk h at's foundation is an error. The 
h a t is first built up of various thick­ 
nesses of linen—layers of linen, soaked 
in shellac, th a t by m eans of wooden 
m olds and hot Irons w eighing tw enty 
pounds apiece are welded one on the 
other till a perfect shape, brim and all 
com plete, is obtained. 
* “The silk is next put on. This silk 
costs from $10 to $15 a yard. It looks 
like plush in the piece. The hatm aker 
cuts it off ou the bias and molds it 
round the stiff linen foundation. 
The 
strips m ust be very accurately cut, and 
g reat care Is used In their ironing and 
cem enting, so as to give a perfect diag­ 
onal joint. 
Look at your silk h at’s 
seam th e next tim e you w ear it. 
The 
jo in t’s perfection will, perhaps, am aze 
you. 
“The brim, up to this point, is fiat. 
Now its curling commences. 
T hat is 
w here my queer forefinger comes In. 
The shaping of a hat brim is purely 
a m atter of band and eye and taste. 
The brim while being shaped is highly 
heated so a s to give ir pliability. 
"A nd of course w orking on this hot 
m aterial, patting and prodding i t the 
forefinger thickens and the nail gets 
horny. 
"N evertheless h at curling is pleasant, 
artistic work. 
H at curlers have repu­ 
tations the sam e as artists. Their w ork 
is distinctive.

ly as excuses for sitting lazily down 
in the present, or for standing aside 
from tin rough work of the world, : 
then thest- memories will prove a curse 
instead of a b lessing. But if we treat 
them, as I b elieve we shall treat them, 
not as excuses for inaction, b ut as in­ 
centives to make us show that we are 
worthy of our fathers and of our fa­ 
thers’ fathers, then in truth the deeds 
of the past will not have b een wasted, 
for they shall b ring forth fruit a hun­ 
dred-fold in the present generation. 
“We of this nation, we the citizens 
of this mighty and wonderful repub ­ 
lic, stretching across a continent b e­ 
tween tlie two greatest oceans, enjoy 
extraordinary privileges, and as our 
opportunity is great, therefore our re­ 
sponsib ility is great.

President Kef^rn to Them in His Ban­ 
quet Speech—Incident« of the Visit. 
In his speech at the b anquet tb e 
president said in part: “Coming today 
b y the statue of Stonewall Jackson, in 
the city of Lee, I felt what a privilege 
it is that I, as an American, have in 
claiming that y ou y ourselves have no 
ruore right of kinship in Lee and Jack­ 
son than I have. There was an uncle 
of mine, now dead, my mother’s b roth­ 
er, who has alway s b eeu among all 
the men I have ever met the man who 
it seemed to me came nearest to ty pi­ 
fy ing in the flesh that most b eautiful 
of all characters In Action, Thackeray ’s 
Colonel 
Neweome—my uncle, James 
Dunwoody Bulloch, an admiral in the 
Confederate navy . In short, gentlemen, 
I claim to lie neither northerner or 
southerner, or easterner or westerner, 
nothing b ut a good American, pure 
and simple. 
Next only to a man’s 
having worn the b lue comes the fact 
of the man’s having worn the gray , as 
entitling him to honor In my sight.” 
After the president had finished the 
party was posed for a flashlight photo­ 
graph. Roosevelt having given his con­ 
sent. and standing wrhile the photo­ 
grapher took the picture. 
The presi­ 
dent then hurried out and with his 
military guard and special mounted 
escort of citizens proceeded to visit 
points of interest ab out the city . Tb e 
party first drew rein at the Leo monu­ 
ment, where the Confederate veterans 
from R. E. Lee camp soldiers’ home 
were gathered to greet him. The presi­ 
dent addressed the veterans and was 
heartily cheered b y them. 
The party then drove to the old home 
of John Marshall, chief justice of the 
United States, and to the Confederate 
museum, where many of the ladies of 
the Confederate Memorial and Liter­ 
ary association were present to wel­ 
come him. He was presented here also 
b y the ladies with a b unch of red and 
white roses, tied with the Confederate 
colors. 
Proceeding eastward the par­ 
ty visited St. John’s Episcopal church 
in which Patrick Henry made his fa­ 
mous “Give me lib erty or give me 
death” speech, and the president ex­ 
pressed great interest in the old church 
and the adjacent b ury ing ground.
